{ESTORATION OF

RENCY.
Mn. Witniam E. Du Bors, Assistant Assayer
of the United States Mint, has published an
casay on the subjects of a revisad system of
weights and measares and a restoration of
silver currency, Mr. Du Bois writes with a
thorough knowledge of his subject, and his
views are entitled to a candid consideration.
An international system of weights and mea-
sures and an international coinage are be-
coming more important every day, and earnest

efforts are being made to bring them
about. Great reforms like these can-
not be made in haste, however, and

the very magnitnde of the changes in-
volved, and the interests that wonld be af-
fected, require that any legislation with regard
to them should be made with deliberation and
caution. The great diffionlty in fixing upon
a uniform system of weights and measures is
to persuade each nation to give up the system

to which it is neenstomed.  No system can be

devised that will not be aopen to some objec- |

yield something. The French metric system
is the one that has thus far found most favor,
and it has already been adopted by severil
nations and very generally by scientific men,
Mr. I'm Bois, like most American and Eoglish
writers, objeets to it strongly. and thinks
that & modifieation of onr own system would
be better. Onr standard is an arbitrary one,
and althongh the French melre professes to
have a scientitic value, it is well known to be
quite a8 arbitrary as onr own. The ad-
vantages of the French system are many;
it gives us a series of decimal subdivisions,
the most important of which ave near enough
to those we have uow in use not to cause any
great difficnlty: it is nniform  for weights and
weasures of all kinds, and, what is spocially
importaut in reconnnending it is, that it has
ulrendy come into general nse, and that those
who have adopted it wonld not be likely to
throw it overboard to try sowothing else. The
ubjections to it wre the inconvenience its in-
troduction would canse at first and its clumsy
nomenclature, The first of these evils
would of course have to be submitted to, and
ihe last is one that is not irremediable. We
wre confident that if any change is made in
the present English and American systems, it
will be in the adoption of the French; and
the were fact that it is French will not be as
serions an objection with the people who are
called upon to use it as it appears to be with
most of the British and American writers on
the subject,

The greater portion of Mr. Du Bois' pam-
phlet, however, is devoted to the discussion
of the restoration of silver enrrency, and his
irgnments in favor of the plun which he pro-

8o long ns the tokens are limited to the
very smallest ooins, such as three and five
cent pieces, theevil is not appreciable, and it is
counterbalanced by their utility and conve-
nience; but when it comes to the issue of
large pieoes we will find ourselves not very
far from where we are now. The experiment
which Mr. Du Bois advocates with consider-
able ability, is not novel; it has been
tried many times by nations in pretty
much the same predicament as we are,
and never yet with success. The value of
gold and silver is striotly commarcial, and
it cannot be regulated by law, and if we
except the very smallest coins, such as the
cont, three-cent, and perhaps five.cent pieces,
it is a matter of the first importance,
that no special legislation can overcoma,

that the coin of a country should have
a standard and interchangeable value,
otherwise the debased currency becomes

an anpoyance and constant source of diffionlty
in all mercantile transactions. Mr. Dn Bois
states that lus plan i3 not a scheme for de.
basing the standard of value, but only to re.
store silver upon such a basis, under logal
sanctions, as will enable it to keep its subsi-

diary place, whether the chief curfency be [

paper or gold. To accomplish this he pro.
poses to decrease the valne of silver coins
about thirty per cent., and then to regnlate
their issue from time to time by legislation,
80 that the publie will be supplied with just
#0 much enrrency as it needs and no more.
Under these ciroumstances, it will be impos-
sible when gold comes into use again to ex-
change four silver quarters for a gold dollar,
just as it is impossible now to thaes
same thing with paper money; and this
difficulty will extend itself throngh all
the  transactions of mercantile and
commercial life. The legal value of these de-
preciated coins will be purely fictitious, and,
except in the pleasure that most people feel
in handling what they believe to be silver, we
do not see why the proposed coinage might
not as well be nickel or bronze, with no ap-
preciable value at all. There is one substan-
tinl argument in favor of a depreciation of thoe
gilver currency, and that is to reduce its value
so much that it will be noe object to send it
out of the country or to hoard it. It is
essentinl that the small silver should be kept
in circulation, and a reasonable depreciation
of value to necomplish this would be open to
po material objection. But we believe that,
if the plan proposed by Mr, Du Bois were
tried, while it might afford some tempo-
porary advantages in the present state of af-
fairs, it wonld, ere many years, be abandoned
in compliance with universal complaint.

In adopting any scheme like this,
which proposes to remedy the difficulties of a
dirty and ragged paper currency, it is neces-
sary to consider not merely our present wants
but also those of the future. Itis a very
important matter that there should be as little
tampering as possible with the coinage of the
country, and any question of depreciating its
value ought particularly to be ecarefully con-
sidered from all points of view before it is
adopled.

My, Du Bois appears to have given the sub-
ject thoughtful attention, but he also seems
to have become strongly biased in favor of a
pet theory, so that he can searcely look at it
except from one point of view, and we can-

do

not conceive that such a plan as he suggests |

will ever meet with favor except perhaps as
an expedient to obviate a greater evil, He
states that he has reason to believe, however,
that his views are acceptable to the officers of
the Mint, and we may therefore, we suppose,
esteeru his pamphlet as an official pronuncin-
mento from that institution. To illustrate
the proposed plan, the Director of the Mint
bas authorized the striking of specimen pieces,
of various devices, which will be ready shortly
for the inspection of those who are curious on
this subjgot.
